In the claim 1 , the explanation for notation of "quadratic surface equation(s) and 
their corresponding jitter values have not been provided. Clarification and correction 
are required. In addition, on line 1 , "an tilt angle" should be changed to "a tilt angle".

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art fails to 
teach a method for determining a tilt angle of an optical pickup head of an optical drive, 
applied in a jitter inspection device including a jig for simulating and adjusting a tilt angle 
of the head, and a jitter meter installed on the jig for inspecting jitter values of the head 
at different tilt angles comprising the steps of: measuring the optical pickup head with 
the jitter meter utilizing a quadratic surface equation; obtaining five sets of tilt angles for 
the optical pickup head by adjusting the jig five times; creating a simultaneous equation 
according to the five sets of tilt angles and corresponding jitter values; solving the 
simultaneous equation to obtain the results; substituting the values in the quadratic 
surface equation; solving the quadratic surface equation to obtain a minimum jitter value 
and an optimum tilt angle; and producing a barcode in accordance with the minimum 
jitter value as a basis for adjusting the emitting angle of the optical pickup head. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

I) Son et al 6,282,161 disclose an optical system having a jitter detecting unit.
